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Conclusions

 Overall attitudes about Pleasanton remain positive and have 
changed little.

 The only issues demanding much attention are related to 
economic expansion – water, traffic congestion, growth and 
development.

 However, there is some unspecified decline in impressions of 
general service provision, though satisfaction levels with most 
specific services remain high.

 Specific services and programs that residents deem to be 
very important, but are comparatively less well-informed 
about, relate to water supplies and long-term planning for 
growth and development.  These appear to be topics the City 
should consider for future community engagement.
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
